I pmge of memory a story once told me 
by my much-loved friend. P. C. W. Pe¬ 
terson. of Elast Texas, Washingtem 
[ county. It is a short scrap out of the 
I history of his native city, Copenhagra, 

, Denmark. 

I A long time ago there lived in Copen- 
Ihagen'a young stonecutter who devei- 
: oped great talent as a sculptor. Under 
I his skillful chisel the dead marble not 
only took shape, but seemed to live and 
breathe. The work of hb genius and 
I skill soon brought him fame and for- 


! the labors of hb fife, and then donated 
' the whole to the city, to be kept ever 
I open, free of charge, as a place of en- 
j tertainment. amusement and education 
j for the people. When unpacking tbo 
' statuary, some seed fell from the grass 
packing and sprang up from the eener- 
ous soil of the lawn into a beautiful and 
luxuriant grass hitherto unknown in 
Denmark. It was soon spread to the 
adjacent country and outward to the 
i provinces, and in a few years came to 
, be esteemed a most beneficent addition 
to the grazing and meadow lands of the 
kingdom. Tens of thoeuands of people 
] who never saw the park, the hall, or 
the statuary, rejoiced in the benefits 
which came from the accidental drop¬ 
ping of these seeds. 

So it often falb out in the course of a 
beneficent pruvidmee that what we 
I call the undesigned accidents of a good 
man’s life prove to be great and last- 
I ing bmefits to mankind. A good word 
here, a kindly and manly act there, 

I turn out to be as good seeds dropped 
into the generous soil of young minds, 
' to produce abundant harvest, of which 
' the sower did not dream.

> signed 10,b)0,0U0 biish^. The tot^ 

' winter wheat crop in all the States is 
I put at 4n.U00.UU0 busheb. 

’The spring wheat crop b involved in 
more uncertainty, because the harvest 
is further away, but on the basb of 
the present condition it b figured at 
259,000.000 busheb. Adding the two 
together, we get a grand total of 670.- 
OOU.UUO busheb. 'Thb gives the largest 
since 1901. when the final figures were 
748,460,218 busheb.

Tribute to Sisters 


Prankfon, Ky., June 9.—The Appel¬ 
late Court to>day. Judge Barker writ-j 
ing. affirmed the Jefferson Circuit Court' 
in the case of Hattie Smith against the 
Sisters of the Good Shepherd of Louis¬ 
ville. The action was by the appellant, 
who had been taken to the home of the > 
^appellees from the Hardin county poor- 
bcMise fifteen years before. She asked 
judgment for i25.0(Mi for alleged false 
imprisonment and cruel treatment dur¬ 
ing that time. The lower court gave 
judgment for the defendants. 

The court herein upholding the judg¬ 
ment says the appellant was not en¬ 
titled to a change of venue; that a mo-' 
tiem to dismiss members of the Catholic 
faith from the jury was properly over¬ 
ruled; that evidence of the previous de¬ 
praved character of ap{»ellant was ad- 
mtasible as explanatory of her being in 
a reformatory' for fallen women; that. 
the record idvows she had a fair trial. 

In conclusion the court says: “We 
believe that the verdict of the jury was I 


That the poverty and depravity 
of appellant were such as should have I 
made refuge from the scorn of thej 
world and vicissitudes of the life desir-1 
able to her is not desired. That she j 
had the same means of e8ca{:>e of which I

Hopkinsville, Ky., June 12.—The ex- 
! eitement following the arrival at the 
I Western Asylum for the Insane of 
I George B. Warner, slayer of Pulaski 
I Leeds, at Louisville, has subsided and 
Warner has dropped into the daily rou¬ 
tine of life with the other patients. 

When he was first received he was 
the object of special care. Superintend- 
OTt Milton Board had him assigned to 
I what is known as the “violent ward,” 

I and extra precautions were taken to 
prevent his edcape and to guard against ^ 
' suicide. These precautions are still 
taken, but Warner is not treated in 
I anywise different from other patimts 
in the same ward. He is kept at night 
in a room to himself, from which there 
is no avenue of escape. The window is 
' high above the eround and is securely 
'■ screened. It is not passible for Warner 
to either do himself injury, or to get 
away. In the day he is taken with 
other male patients out of doors and 
spends practically the whole day on the 
lawn, sitting under the trees, free to 
amuse hinuelf in any of the ways per¬ 
mitted by the authorities of the institu¬ 
tion, but under close guard. Warner’s 
mental condition bears no evidences of 
violent insanity or dejected melancholy, i 
. He is apparently quite at himself, and I 
is not only well contented, but is seem-' 
ingiy quite cheerful. I 

I His appetite is good, and he does not j 
seem to be laboring under any troubles { 
^ interfering with his health. He shows! 
I no reserve about his case, but talks | 
freely. alwa>'8 justifying the killing. I 
, He realized that he escaped the gallows { 
^ by a very close call, but says he was j 
wrongfully given the death sentence. 

I He gives anyone who cares to listen a 
history of his case in detail and talks in 
a very rational manner. The moody, 
sluggish appearance that characterized 
I Warner at first, doubtless due to the 
great strain he had gone through, has 
disappeared, and he looks much better 
m every way and is evidently quite will¬ 
ing to be satisfied with his present lot.
